Illuminated pathways, 
more durable playscapes 


BRADFORD TIMES STAFF 

Bradford West Gwillim- 
bury council has agreed 
with a recommendation of 
staff, that the Davey Look¬ 
out Playscape “not be con¬ 
sidered” for lighting. 

Councillor Mark Contois 
initially questioned the rec¬ 
ommendation, on Sept. 15. 

“I’m a little concerned,” 

the area - a hilltop park, 
surrounded by homes on 
Breeze, Noble Drive and 
Archer Avenue - has been 
targeted by an arsonist in 
the past, and suggesting 
that “even a solar light of 
some sort” might discour¬ 
age illegal activity. 

Michael O'Hare, man¬ 
ager of parks and property, 
explained that municipal¬ 
ities are now “tending to 
stay away from lights in 
their parks” - except for 
lighting along pathways. 

lighting play areas could 
encourage after-hours loi¬ 
tering, and create “light 
pollution,” impacting 
neighbouring yards. 

“We haven’t lit any of 
our playscapes, but we 
have lit our pathways... We 


feel that lighting pathways 
is appropriate, because 
certainly we get peo¬ 
ple enjoying the paths,” 
O’Hare said, suggesting 
that “spillage” from light¬ 
ing along the paths could 
also illuminate play areas, 
to some extent. 

It’s a policy that the 
town has embraced in its 
new parks, and is now con¬ 
sidering introducing into 
its older parks, including 
Davey Lookout. “Certainly 
we are going to be explor¬ 
ing the possibility of light¬ 
ing the pathway.” 

O’Hare noted that 
“backlotting" - surround¬ 
ing a park with houses and 
back yards - is no longer 
acceptable; all of the 
town’s newer parks have 

streets, making activities 
more visible to passers-by, 
and the police. 

The town is also moving 
to install play equipment 
made of non-flammable

Federal politics 


M emorable faces. 

One of the... “perks”? 
“pitfalls"?... of being a reporter for 
any length of time is that one meets 
a lot of politicians, at all levels of 
government. 

With the federal election 
looming on Oct. 19 - and this 
week, Sept. 14-21, designated 
Canadian Democracy Week - it’s 
an appropriate time to think 
back on some of those federal 
politicos. 

My earliest memory of a political 
figure was of Prime Minister 
lohn Diefenbaker, announcing 
the cancellation of the Avro 
Arrow project, on Feb. 20,1959 
- explaining that in the new era 
of Sputniks and satellites, fighter 
jets would soon be obsolete. I 
remember thinking, with the clear 
vision of childhood, that he was a 
fool. 

As a reporter, I met lean Chretien. 
My impression was that I was 
seeing and hearing a great actor, 
playing the role of both an ordinary 
guy and the leader of Canada. 

I met Peter MacKay, when he was 
in the running for the Conservative 
leadership. He was introduced as 


“the next lohn A. Macdonald” - but 
when asked to share his vision for 
Canada, his answer was basically, 
“Me as leader." 

I rephrased the question several 
times, then gave up. 

Stockwell Day, former 
Conservative Minister of 
International Trade, had the coldest 
eyes of any living human being. 

The late fim Flaherty, whom I 
met while he was still Provincial 
Minister of Finance, was impatient 
but brilliant. 

Perhaps the most impressive 
federal politician I met was loe 
Clark, the 16th Prime Minister 
of Canada, several years ago at 
an event at the Nottawasaga Inn 
Resort. 

The television cameras never 
loved Clark; the media were seldom 
kind. But in a brief interview, 

Clark came across as intelligent 
and thoughtful; his answers were 
considered and comprehensive. 

He was a statesman - a rare thing, 
in a time when showmanship and 
stagecraft have become such an 
important part of politics. 

Clark is now a professor and a 
consultant; and I can’t help but wax 
nostalgic.

The hamlet of Newton Robin¬ 
son was once a thriving industrial 
centre - where inns for stagecoach 
travellers did brisk business, and 
several mills and manufactories 
were in operation, before 1900. 

It’s now a quiet, largely residen¬ 
tial village, with a single store on 
County Rd. 27. Newton Robinson 
United Church recently closed its 
doors for good. The Tec-We-Gwill 
Women's Institute hall is no longer 
run by a community group, but is in 
the hands of the municipality. 

Long-time resident Peter EUis was 
concerned that the Newton Rob¬ 
inson community was losing the 
organizations and the connections 
that have held it together since it was 
“Latimer's Comers'; in the 1820s.

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The Mayor of Newton Robinson - 
Tyler Philp, ’elected' at the home 
of Peter Ellis just outside Newton 
Robinson.
